Would be built in North Wilmington

WILMINGTON - Could a 
hotel with 12 stories and a con- 
vention center be coming to 
Wilmington? 

The Mills Corporation, which 
has under contract approxi- 
mately seven acres of devel- 
opable land in North 
Wilmington, hopes that the 
town will embrace either that 
project or one of three others. 
During a meeting of the Board 
of Selectmen on Monday, July 
14, representatives from the 
company suggested four ideas 
that they hope would make a 
strong addition to the shopping 
center that they plan to con- 
struct on adjacent property in 
South Tewksbury. 

On’ Monday night, Elizabeth 


Link, of the Mills Corporation, 
sought advice and guidance 
from selectmen in regard to 
what residents of Wilmington 
might like to see built on the 
property. She brought with her 
four suggestions: 

1) The aforementioned hotel 
and convention center. The for- 
mer would consist of perhaps 
325 rooms. The latter would 
cover 20,000 square feet. 

2) Two smaller hotels with 
limited services. These struc- 
tures would likely stand three 
stories tall and would not offer 
a restaurant. Typically, 
though, a breakfast restaurant, 
such as Denny’s, is built near 
such lodges. 

3) One hotel and office build- 
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Local Aid falls 
short of 04 budget

WILMINGTON - The town 
will receive less in Local Aid 
than was budgeted for the fis- 
cal year of 2004. 

On Friday, July 11, Town 
Manager Michael Caira 
received the “cherry sheet” 
from the Department of 
Revenue that informs commu- 
nities about the funds that they 
can expect from the state. 
According to the sheet, 
Wilmington can expect to 
receive $153,536 less than the 
amount that had been figured 
for the current fiscal year, 
which began on July 1. 

“It is a considerable reduc- 
tion,” Caira told the Board of 


Selectmen during its meeting 
on July 14. 

Caira put that figure into per- 
spective when he compared the 
amount to the Local Aid that 
Wilmington had received dur- 
ing the previous two years. For 
starters; the $8,255,603 that the 
town will receive in aid this 
year marks a decline of 12.37 
percent from the amount that 
was afforded to Wilmington last 
year. Furthermore, the amount 
this year constitutes a drop of 
17.45 percent from what 
Wilmington received in aid just 
two years ago. 

“It’s not the greatest news,” 
Caira said.

Severe syndrome strikes local child

old-.Zack Duffy desperately 
needs your help. 

According to Joe Santora, a 
friend of the Duffy family, Zack 
has contracted a variation of 
Stevens Johnson Syndrome, or 
Erythema Multiforme, and is 
currently a patient at the 
Shriners Hospital for Children 
in Boston. 


Stevens Johnson Syndrome, 
or SJS as it is often called, is an 
exfoliate skin disorder caused 
by an allergic reaction to med- 
ications. The condition is con- 
sidered extremely rare, but is 
most commonly caused by 
antibiotics, nonsteroidal anti- 
inflammatory drugs, and anti 
convulsants.

Currently, the cable industry is seeking a 


statewide license that would grant it the oversight of 
public, educational and governmental access channels.

The commission will 
report its findings to the legislature no later than 


September 30.

Dear Editor: 

Please notify Wilmington res- 
idents that if they have regis- 
tered their six-year-old child 
for Kindergarten in 2003 that 
they are in direct violation of 
the Wilmington Mandatory Age 
Requirement #5101. It states, 
“Each child must attend grade 
one if he or she has attained the 
chronological age of six on or 
before August 31 of the same 
year.” This policy also includes 
an administrative imperative 
that states, “The school admin- 
istration is directed to enforce 
the above policy without excep- 
tion.” 

It is common knowledge that 
the Wilmington = School 
Committee and its administra- 
tion allow exceptions to this 
mandatory policy every year 
for the few children who are not 
prepared emotionally or devel- 
opmentally to attend first grade 
when they are six. The parents 
of these children are not 
required to document that their 
child is not ready with testing 
results, evaluations from their 
pediatrician or recommenda- 
tions from their preschool 
teachers. The parents are 
allowed to violate this policy 
without any consideration from 
the school committee.

According to the town manag- 
er, Chapter 70 Funds, which 
provide money for local educa- 
tion, took a “major hit.” Caira 
stated that he has always felt 
that Wilmington has been 
shortchanged by the formula 
that is used by the state to cal- 
culate a town’s total allocation 
for Chapter 70 Funds.

mented a “hiring freeze” that 
resulted in savings of $46,500 in 
the departments of public 
buildings and public works. 
Given what Caira called the 
new “magic number” of 
$153,000; however, the town will 
likely have to find additional 
ways to save money. 

Caira was particularly disap- 
pointed with the disparate cuts 
that were made in aid from 
community to community. 
Several months ago, Caira 
urged residents to contact their 
legislators and compel them to 
push for fair cuts in local aid 
across the board. At thestime, 
he was particularly troubled by 
the proposed cuts in Additional 
Assistance, a fund from which 
Wilmington and less than half 
of the towns in Massachusetts 
benefit. 

Caira stated that he had fig- 
ured that the accumulation of a 
$9 million surplus and a strong 
record of educational spending 
could come back and haunt the 
town, but he maintained that 
both measures were the right 
thing to do. In the past, Caira 
had repeatedly made known his 
concerns that the robust results 
of the town’s fiscal conser- 
vatism could put the communi- 
ty in a position of having to 
shoulder more of the state’s 
economic burden than would be 
fair. 

“Unfortunately,” Caira said, 
“it appears as though there has 
been some disparate cuts.”

Haubner takes the Pan-Mass Challenge 
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out that I always have good 
intentions, -but never follow 
through on things,” notes 
Haubner. 

After this conversation with 
his wife, Haubner put the Globe 
article in his desk and did not 
come across it again until this 
past March. Determined to fol- 
low through on his intentions 


this time, Haubner called Pan-* 


Mass Challenge (PMC) offi- 
cials and registered for the 
event. 

Cycling for hundreds of miles 
to raise money for cancer is 
remarkable in itself. For 
Haubner to participate in the 
challenge is even more aston- 
ishing, however, because he will 
be competing in the event with 
only one good leg. 
About 33 years ago, Haubner 
was doing a tour in Vietnam 
when he stepped on a land 
mine. He woke up a few days 
later, unable to see, because he 
was looking down when he 
stepped on the land mine. He 
had cuts all over him, and, 
although he could not see it, he 
knew that there was something 
else wrong. Haubner had lost 
his right leg just below the 
knee. 


“It was a major blow to my 
ego because I was afraid I 
wouldn’t be the same person,” 
Haubner says. 

He tried to take it all in stride. 
After he regained his sight 
seven days later, he realized 
that, next to the gift of sight, 

else was secondary. 

“As long as you have your 
sight, nothing else matters 
because you can always open 
your eyes and see someone 
worse off than you,” he states. 

Haubner credits his quick 
recovery at the time to his fam- 
ily, who was with him at Walter 
Reed Hospital in Washington 
DC. 

Haubner did not let the loss of 
his leg slow him down; in fact, 
the loss of his limb compelled

him to set out and prove that he 
could do just as much as the 
next person. He continued to 
play softball and baseball, and 
he learned how to ski and play 
racquetball. The PMC is just 
another opportunity to show 
that he is just as good as any- 
one else who will be competing 
in the race, 

‘To prepare for August’s chal- 
lenge, Haubner joined the gym 
last November, going four days 
a week. Once the weather got 
nicer in April, he began riding 
his bicycle outside and going to 
the gym two days a week. With 
less than a month before the 
PMC, it is recommended that 
riders ride about 50 miles per 
day. Right now Haubner does 
about 50 miles per week. 
When the PMC first started, it 
involved 36 cyclists who raised 
$10,200. In 2003, there are 4,000 
riders who will take part in the 
challenge who, it is expected, 
will raise $16 million. Those 
figures are a jump even from 
last year, when 3,200 cyclists 
raised $15 million. 

The cyclists come from as 
many as 40 states and range in 
age from 15 years old to 81.

As a 16-year-old senior on the 
Wilmington High: boys' soccer 
team in the fall of 2001, Adam 
Jensen revealed he didn't yet 
have his driver's license, so he 
couldn't transport himself to 
his own captains' practices. 

While his youth didn't stop 
him from producing like a goal- 
scoring machine that autumn 
for the Wildcats, he still felt he 
needed to grow a bit and 
instead of going straight to col- 
lege, Jensen enrolled in prep 
school at Worcester Academy. 

Jensen's gamble paid off 
because after he set single-sea- 
son school records for goals, 
assists and total points, the 
striker earned a full scholar- 
ship to Division I George 
Washington University in our 
nation's capital. 

"I was recruited a whole 
bunch (after senior year)," said 
Jensen. "I was small, so I was 
probably going to have to red- 
shirt and I wanted to play all 
four years. I wouldn't have 
played as much or been red- 
shirted and by doing another 
year of school I got more 
money and got recruited more." 

Said Wilmington coach Steve 
Scanlan: "He could've went 
right into college ball. But he 
improved his chances by prep- 
ping.” 

Sparked by Jensen's play, 
Worcester Academy was ranked 
No. 1 in New England before it 
lost in the second round of Prep 
School League tournament. In 
addition to bulking up from 135 
pounds - his senior-year weight 
at Wilmington - to 148, Jensen 
learned a lot about soccer and

his abilities from Academy 
coach James Proctor. Jensen's 
Academy mentor was a profes- 
sional player in England, 
played briefly in Major League 
Soccer and now plays in the A- 
League. 

"It means a lot when a coach 
has confidence in you and after 
he gives the team a speech, he 
tells you he doesn't mind if you 
just dribble the ball and score," 
said Jensen, who made the 
Western New England Prep 
School Soccer Association 
Team last year. "It was the 
same way at Wilmington. I 
knew Dick (Scanlon) for my 
freshman and sophomore years 
and Steve during junior and 
senior year. They supported me 
whatever I did." 

Jensen vividly remembers the 
day he established himself as a 
Division I talent. Playing for 
one of his club teams, the 
Boston Eagles, in a tournament 
over last fall's Thanksgiving 
Break in Virginia, Jensen 
scored two goals in a filled sta- 
dium against the country's 
No.1-ranked club team FC 
Delco. 

“After that game I was being 
offered more money," said 
Jensen, , 

GW charmed Jensen as soon 
as he arrived on campus for his 
visit. 

"I went down there and it was 
just the best fit," said Jensen. 
"All the guys were really cool. 
They didn't have anybody who 
were jerks. And my freshman 
year, we have two All-American 
forwards coming back, but 
after that I'll be one of a few 
sophomore forwards. The coach 
said I should play all four years 


and I'll play outside midfielder 
this year. 

"The school is a good school, 
the soccer team is awesome 
and you can't pass up $42,000." 

Jensen won't pass up the mul- 
lah and he won't have to worry 
about the bill because GW will 
be picking up the tab. Jensen's 
enrolled in the school of busi- 
ness, but he's keeping his acad- 
emic options open as he takes a 
varied curriculum. 

Options have been waiting at 
every turn for Jensen, who 
once played for a professional 
team in Brazil before his senior 
year at Wilmington and had an 
opportunity to remain in South 
America under contract. 

"My mom wasn't having any 
of that," said Jensen. "I guess 
looking back on that now, that 
might have helped me to spend 
a year in Brazil and finish high 
at Worcester Academy. But 
then I would've missed senior 
year at Wilmington." 

Jensen's gaining valuable 

experience this summer play- 
ing for the Boston Bulldogs of 
the Super Y-League. His stint 
with the Bulldogs is as much 
about soccer as it is about fit- 
ness. 
"Fitness is going to be crazy 
(at GW). I can tell from the 
preseason (program)," said 
Jensen. "My coach sent me this 
huge thing with the fitness pro- 
gram for the fall. We have to 
run three miles in 18:00. So I've 
been running on my own and 
playing for the Bulldogs." 

Experience with the 
Worcester Academy track team 
has also given Jensen a jump 
on the season. The Academy 
doesn't allow cars on campus, 


so Jensen joined the track 
squad because he couldn't drive 
himself to other soccer events. 
He qualified for New Englands 
in the 400, 800, mile, 2-mile, 
4x400 and pole vault and com- 
peted in the 400 and mile. 

"I can run a mile in 4:29, sc I 
should be OK," said Jensen. 

With his fitness situation 
squared away, Jensen should 
have no problem adapting to 
college because his skills have 
always been worthy. 

"Skill-wise, he was always an 
above average skill player," 
said Scanlan. "He knows the 
game well, he had excellent 
ball control and it kind of 
looked like the ball would be 
barely off his foot, one of the 
best I've seen as far as a high 
school player.

After struggling to score and 
ultimately win games in its 
inaugural season last year, the 
Middlesex Mayhem football 
team couldn’t break that trend 
in their season opener on 
Saturday afternoon.

The old adage “necessity is 
the mother of invention” is def- 
initely true for Stoneham resi- 
dent Neil Grover who has 
grown his need for the different 
sounds made by percussion 
instruments into the very suc- 
cessful. and internationally 
known Grover Pro Percussion 
based out of Woburn. 

“It started in 1979 as a hobby 
in the basement and became a 
full-fledged business in 1992,” 
Grover recalled during a recent 
interview. 

The reason for the start was 
Grover’s graduation from the 
New England Conservatory of 
Music and like other percus- 
sionists he needed a whole 
array of sounds. Unlike other 
musicians, Grover and other 
percussionists could not easily 
just walk into a store and buy 
the ‘instrument for the needed 
sounds. 

More than likely they had to 
scrounge around in woodpiles, 
junkyards and other assorted 
places to find an object that 
could make the sounds they 

The- problem was that 
Grover is a percussionist with 
famed orchestras such as the 
Boston Symphony Orchestra 


rock (music) came into Bien 
all the drum companies shifted 
their operations to where the 
money was.” 

As a result, orchestral per- 
cussionists were reduced to 
using antique instruments or to 
creating new ones out of the 
materials they could find. It 
became frustrating for Grover 
as he attempted to find a trian- 
gle with an orchestral tone. 

“The Boston Symphony 
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rhythm 


from Woburn 


(BSO) had an old triangle and I 
wondered why it sounded so 
good,” Grover said. i 

As a result he borrowed the 
instrument one day and took it 
to some friends at the 
Massachusetts Institute of 
‘Technology. At MIT he hit the 
mother lode of information 
when he was introduced to a 
professor of metallurgy who 
became interested in his 
predicament. 

After receiving some free 
advice about the science of 
metallurgy, Grover took his 
new found information to a 
blacksmith in Quincy, told the 
man what needed to be done 
and in the end was rewarded 
with a triangle of his own with 
the same tonal quality of the 
BSO’s instrument. 

As friends and colleagues 
found out about Grover’s suc- 
cess in finding a triangle with 
good tonal quality, they all 
asked him how they could get 
one. So as a hobby he made 
them for his friends, 

The word kept getting 
around that a quality triangle 
could be found and one-day 
Grover received a communica- 
tion from the Dallas Symphony 
Orchestra seeking the instru- 
ment. This led to an inquiry 
from Dallas based Lone Star 
Percussion. 

Grover said, “I never intend- 
ed to start a business. I wanted 
to be a percussionist.” 

He informed the people at 
Lone Star that he wasn’t in the 
business of making the trian- 
gles and they informed him 
that they would make it worth 
his while to start a business. 
The rest, as is commonly said, 
“is history.” 

As a result, Grover started 
fooling around with some of the 
other percussion instruments 
that were difficult for orches- 
tras to replace. One of these 
was the tambourine. 

He bought some cheaply 
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made tambourines and took the 
cymbals off of them. To replace 
the cymbals on the tambourine 
he started to experiment with 
different metals. 

After a trip to a metal shop, 
where Grover had picked up 
scraps of metal from the floor,

Beryllium Copper and he 
bought a sheet of it and started 
to hammer some of the cut out 
pieces to the specifications he 
was looking to use.

"Lynn Donohue delivered her 
message to a gathering of the 
Burlington Business Round 
Table (BBRT), words that 
reflected her boundless energy, 
endless spirit, and an absolute- 
ly positive upbeat attitude," 
notes the Burlington edition of 
the "Daily Times Chronicle."

Are whole body ~ 
scans healthy? 


When taking a closer look at 
X-ray computed tomography 
(CT) whole-body scans of indi- 
viduals with no symptoms, 
medical imaging and radiation 
safety specialists are becoming 
concerned about uncertain ben- 
efits, high costs and high radia- 
tion. The whole-body scans ~ 
have been aggressively market- 
ed by promising preventive 
medicine and implying peace 
of mind. Whole-body CT (3-D 
X-ray) scans, promise the ads, 
can reveal hidden medical 
problems that doctors can treat 
early. 

But medical and scientific 
organizations are raising 
doubts about the procedure. 
Experts in medical imaging 
and radiation say there are no 
scientifically demonstrated 
benefits of the scans and many 
reasons to avoid them. A group 
with expertise in the physics of 
medical radiation The 
American Association of 
Physicists in Medicine (AAPM) 

is the latest organization to 


speak out against the proce- 
dure. 

“It's Wot,a question of ‘Can I 
afford this?’ but instead ‘Do I 
really need it?’ says Robert 
Gould, president of the AAPM 
and a professor of radiology at 
the University of California at 
San Francisco. 

By speaking out on whole- 
body scans, the medical physi- 
cists of AAPM are joining 
ranks with the American Heart 
Association, the American 
College of Cardiology, the 
American College of Radiology 
and state agencies in 
Pennsylvania and Texas. In a 
statement, AAPM says that 
total-body scanning is “not sci- 
entifically justified” for 
patients without symptoms 
With no scientifically docu- 
mented benefits, whole-body 
scans have many potential 
drawbacks and even some 
risks, medical physicists say. 
These include relatively high 
radiation exposure and high

These same critics suspect 
that whole-body scans also pro- 
duce a heightened risk of “false 
positives” that can lead to 
needless surgeries and poten- 
tial complications. 

All experts agree that indi- 


viduals should consult their 
own physician for advice before 
having such a scan.

Therapy helps stroke 
survivors recover 


Stroke can rob its survivors 
of more than mobility. Many 
stroke patients develop apha- 
sia, a language disorder in 
which many times the patient 
knows what they want to say, 
but cannot always get the 
words out. An estimated one 
million Americans of all ages 
suffer from aphasia, the major- 
ity of cases resulting from a 
stroke. 

Aphasia can be effectively 
treated, however, to allow 
stroke patients to recover their 
communication abilities, said 
Joanne Marttila Pierson, 
Ph.D., associate director of the 
University of Michigan's resi- 
dential Aphasia Program. 

“Once physical rehabilita- 
tion is complete, stroke victims 
who have aphasia can often 
recover a remarkable amount 
of their communication abili- 
ty,” Pierson said. “Through an 
intensive program that focuses 
on individual and group thera- 
Pies, these folks can achieve a 
level of speech and language 
recovery in six weeks that tra- 
ditionally requires a year or 
more of speech-language thera- 


Pierson said intensive pro- 


grams, such as the University 
of Michigan’s Residential 
Aphasia Program (RAP), pro- 
vide 23 hours of weekly therapy 
for clients, who meet one-on- 
one or in groups with speech- 
language clinicians. The pro- 
gram also involves the client’s 
primary caregiver as much as 
possible to maximize the effec- 
tiveness of home therapy, once 
the client’s stay at the program 
complete. 

RAP was started in 1947 to 
help WWII veterans who had 
head injuries recover commu- 
nication abilities. The program, 
the oldest and most effective in 
North America, expanded soon 
after and has been in continu- 
ous existence since. It has pro- 
vided state-or-the-art therapy 
to thousands of patients from 
all 50 states and Canada 
Today, the program successful- 
ly treats clients as young as 16 
and older than 80, with the 
average patient just over 54 
years old. 

Because each patient is 
unique, the RAP program can 
be tailored to meet the individ- 
ual needs of patients and their 
families, Pierson said. 
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Anemia may 
compound illness 


For people with serious 
medical conditions, such as 
chronic kidney disease, cancer 
or congestive heart failure, 
there may be an additional 
health risk that could go over- 
looked or untreated: anemia. 

Anemia is characterized by 
a decrease in the body’s total 
number of red blood cells 
(RBCs). RBCs contain hemo- 
globin, a red, iron-rich protein 
that carries oxygen from the 
lungs to all of the body’s tis- 
sues. Oxygen provides the ener- 
gy the body needs to support 
its normal activities. 

The production of RBCs is 
stimulated by a hormone 
known as erythropoietin, which 
is produced in the kidneys. 
Serious disease, cancer and 
AIDS (or their treatments) can 
damage the kidneys, resulting 
in decreased RBC production. 

Historically, doctors have 
viewed anemia as an abnormal 
laboratory value rather than as 
a serious condition that can 
adversely affect a patient's 
health and longevity. As a 
result, many physicians do not 
treat anemia, even though it is 
easily diagnosed and there are 
effective medications available. 

“Apart from the serious 
health risks many chronic dis- 
eases pose, when patients also 
have anemia, their risk of more 
serious illness and death great- 
ly increases,” said Dr. Allan 


Nissenson, professor of medi- 
cine and director of the dialysis 
program at the University of 
California at Los Angeles, and 
co-chair of the National 
Anemia Action Council. ; 
Nearly 100 percent of chron- 
ic kidney disease patients hive 
anemia, and as many as 25 pet- 
cent of chronic heart ei 
patients, rheumatoid arthritls 
patients have it as well. 
Independent of the underlying 
disease, anemia is associated 
with increased mortality (ri 
of death), increased morbidi 
(risk of disease) and decreasqd 
quality of life. ; 
“Treatment of anemia as: 
ciated with serious disea 
tends to focus first on at - 
ing the underlying disease. B 
if anemia persists or sympton§ 
worsen, treatment of the ang- 
mia itself is vital to help pré 
vent the development of sever¢ 
possibly life-threatening conf 
plications, improve patients, 
health and enhance quality of 
life,” noted Dr. Nissensonf 
“Anemia is often easily correct! 
ed with available medications 
Proven to be very safe and
